protection of the laws was at 
stake. 
The request for a restraining 
order -by the court was brought 
by McGovern supporters in Cal­ 
ifornia just a week before the 
D e m o c r a t i c National Con­ 
vention is to convene in Miami 
Beach. 
The 
Credentials 
Committee 
threw out the state’s winner- 
take-all primary and ordered 
the California delegates divided 
proportionately to the popular 
vote among the rival candi­ 
dates, Hubert H. 
Humphrey, 
George C. WaUace and others. 
A court recess was taken be­ 
fore Joseph A. 
Califano Jr. 
counsel for the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee, preaented his 
arguments in support of tt$ 
Credentials Committee’s action. 
The suit alleges that the Cre­ 
dentials Committee acted un­ 
constitutionally when ft over­ 
ruled California’s winner-tske- 
all primary, won by McGovern. 
The committee apportioned 151 
of the state’s 271 votes among 
presidential contenders Hubert 
H. Humphrey, George C. Wal­ 
lace and others. 
McGovern, 
still 
the 
easy 
front-runner with 1,276.9 com­ 
mitted votes with 1,509 needed 
for nomination, indicated Sun­ 
day be would be willing to com­ 
promise on the challenges to 
the California delegation, which 
be lost, and to the Illinois dele­ 
gation, which Ms forces won. 
“If I thought it would serve 
the interests of s stronger par­ 
ty and heal some of these 
wounds and not do any violence 
to the rules of the party, I 
would support a compromise,” 
he said on ABC’s “Issues and 
Answers” program. 
In an effort to beef up Ms 
strength in advance of Miami 
Beach, McGovern said he will 
seek a meeting with AFL-CIO 
President George Meany this 
week. Meany is officially un­ 
committed in the race for the 
nomination, although he is con­ 
sidered a supporter of Sen. Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie.

So to­ 
day, we celebrate Independence 
Day on the fourth of July each 
year. 
There is something about na­ 
tional holidays such as Inde­ 
pendence Day that cause us to 
look back into the history of our 
beloved nation to see what made 
her so great. A nationally know 
preacher has suggested that as 
we attempt to look back to in­ 
vestigate our greatness, we can 
find three tools of liberty which 
made our nation what it is to­ 
day. 
The first of these is the axe. 
It came with the first pioneers. 
It was used to clear trees, 
create farms, homes, schools, 
churches and other buildings. 
It was a symbol of their will­ 
ingness to work for what they 
wanted. Hard work has made 
America free. 
But something 
has happened to America. Peo­ 
ple are no longer willing to work 
for the things they want from 
life. Every personnel manager, 
every foreman has a similar 
tale to tell. Many persons art 
willing to collect wages, hut ara 
not willing to work for suck 


wages. There are those who 
want others to work, while they 
live off the living of someone 
else. When a nation loses its 
will to work, it could lose its 
freedom. 
The second tool of liberty 
which the founders of freedom 
brought to these shores was the 
rifle. They used it not only to 
kill game for food, but also to 
defend themselves from their 
enemies, foreign and domestic. 
When a nation loses its will to 
defend 
itself, 
something 
is 
wrong with its thinking. A care­ 
ful study of the Scriptures in­ 
dicates that war is not as im­ 
moral as some people would 
have us believe. Whenever the 
..people of God in the Scriptures 
went to war in the name of the 
Lord God Jehovah and some 
righteous cause, that nation was 
blessed. Defensive war is a 
righteous and holy cause is not 
wrong. Neither is it wrong to 
build mighty defensive weapons. 
Today, on every side, we are 
tearing the voices of those who 
truly believe that to be disarmed 
to be peaceful. Unfortunately, 
however, the historical records 
bear out that such nations dis­ 
arming to prove their peaceful 
intents soon go down to defeat 
and slavery. The rifle was a 
major weapon of defense in our 
forefathers 
day. 
Defensive 
weapons should not be ruled out 
in 1972. 
The third tool of liberty is 
the Bible. This book is the bed­ 
rock of our society. The found­ 
ers of freedom brought it with 
them. 'There was no question of 
its authority in their affairs. 
They loved it, believed in it and 
lived by its codes. Today, we 
are told that its precepts are old 
fashioned. We are informed that 
much of it is a myth, and to 
live by its concepts makes us a 
prudish nation. However, we 
shall remain great only as long 
as we live by its standards. 
When we raise its standard 
high, we shall be raised high. 
When we drag its teachings into 
dust, then we too shall be 
brought down. When the people 
■of Israel lost their respect for 


God's Word and Law, trouble 
quickly came. The Bible should 
be our rule for faith and prac­ 
tice. It is a history of God’s 
dealings with His people cul­ 
minating in sending His Jesus 
Christ into the world. We need 
to return to God’s Word, its 
standards and its saviour if our 
nation is to remain great. 
The axe. the rifle and the 
Bible provided the way to lib­ 
erty for our ancestors. They 
will provide the way of liberty 
for us'today.

Greatest Hitters By Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) — Are 
Ted Williams 
and Joe Di­ 
Maggio the greatest hitter and 
outfielder ever to take to a 
baseball field? President Nixon 
thinks so. 
Using the vernacular of a 
sports writer, wMch he often 
said he would like to have 
been, Nixon says on choslng 
his all-time best hitter: “Ted 
Williams has to get the nod. 
“I am convinced that had he 
not been denied the opportunity 
of playing during the five years 
he served with distinction in 
World War II and Korea he 
would go down in the record 
books with Ty Cobb and Rogers 
Hornsby as one of the three 
greatest hitters of all time,’* 
says Nixon. 
On DiMaggio, Nixon says the 
Yankee Clipper is remembered 
primarily as a great hitter. 
“The many times I have seen 
him play at Yankee Stadium 
and at Griffith Stadium against 
the Senators I remember him 
even more as a superb fielder. 
Nixon selected Williams, the 


former Boston Red Sox star 
who now manages the Texas 
Rangers, and DiMaggio in se­ 
lecting his All-Time, All-star 
baseball team. 
The 
President 
took 
few 
c h a n c e s—he selected four 
teams for s total of 84 play­ 
ers—an American and National 
League team for the years be­ 
tween 1925 and World War II 
and similar squads for the years 
afterward.

What is a felony and what is a mis­ 
demeanor? What are the penalties for 
each? If you receive a suspended sen­ 
tence or a fine or sentence does this end 
the matter? 
A call to the local police station fail­ 
ed to give detailed information on this. 
There are no printed pamphlets to il­ 
luminate this query. The Rush County 
Judge said that he did not have this in­ 
formation classified, but would be glad 
to look it up in various sources and re­ 
port back. 
William Keaton, the Rush County 
prosecutor, gave the following facts in 
regard to a felony conviction. 
The conviction of a *fe!ony charge 
usually means a jail sentence. You lose 
your right to own a gun. or run for pub­ 
lic office or any position of trust, that 
requires a license or an examination. You 
lose the opportunity of becoming a doc­ 
tor, a dentist, certified public account­ 
ant, engineer, lawyer, architect, realtor, 
osteopath, pharmacist, school teacher, 
barber or a stockbroker. You can’t ever 
hold a job where you must be bonded, 
and you can never work for the city, the 
county or the Federal government. You 
can’t 'be admitted to West Point, An­ 
napolis. or the Air Force Academy, but 
you can enlist 
in the military service 
and be assigned to a labor battalion. 
While in jail, you lose your right to 
vote. The above* penalties are lasting, 
and for a young man, can limit his entire 
future. Respect for the law is something 
that can be spelled out in do’s and don’ts 
and penalties. The laws have been passed 
for the good of all, and if they are not 
fair, they still must be abided by until 
the laws are changed. 
At the present time the possession and 
conviction of possession of marijuana 
is a felony, but do young high school stu­ 
dents and college students know this? 
During the past few weeks, our TV pro­ 
gram has featured a warning for tour­ 
ists abroad to respect the local laws in 
these countries. In Turkey and in many 
European countries the* possession of 
“pot” is a serious offense and entails a 
long jail sentence. Our government, your 
attorney, or any state department of­ 
ficials are helpless when this happens, 
and'the TV program pointed out that 
hundreds of our young people are today 
languishing in foreign jails waiting out 
these long sentences. 
In Indiana it is a felony to bribe or at­ 
tempt to bribe a public officer, or to 
falsely impersonate another in a judicial 
proceedings. Embezzlement is a felony. 
It is a felony to steal or mutilate any 
record exhibits pertaining to a court in 
the state. 
The difference between a felony and a 
misdemeanor, and grand larceny is still 
unclear to me. Abiding by the law means 
first knowing that is the law. What are 
your rights? What are the rights of 
others? How does the law protect you 
in case of a sale . . . assault . . . libel . . . 
arson . . . game laws . . . What is emi­ 
nent domain . . . and laws regarding 
ditches and drains? When does local cus­ 
tom dominate? 
Would it not be a boon to the thinking 
of school children to have the laws ex­ 
plained by the local police? This explana­ 
tion to be given not in terms of felony 
or misdemeanor but in specifics such as, 
if you do this, or this, or this, you are 
breaking the law. When you break the 
law you can expect punishment either 
by trial or fine or sentence by the local 
judges.

HUSKIES DISAPPEARING 
First it was dobbin, then the bulldog, 
and now the husky. They’ve all been 
superseded. 
Hundreds of years ago the English 
bulldog was bred for bull-baiting, in 
which the dog would provoke the bull 
by biting its ear and holding on for dear 
life. But bull-baiting has long since van­ 
ished. and the bulldog survives only as a 
house pet. Something similar may be 
happening to the sturdy sled dogs of the 
Arctic. Visitors to Alaska and northern 
Canada who expect to see sleds pulled by 
teams of huskies are likely to be disap­ 
pointed. To an ever-increasing extent, 
the dog sled is being replaced by the 
automobile. 
Ned Nusunginya, 73, used to deliver 
mail by dog sled between Barrow and 
Kotzebue, Alaska — a trip of 340 miles 
that took about a month, including stops 
along the way. Asked if he still had a 
dog team, Nusunginya told a National 
Geographic reporter, “No, I get around 
by snowmobile now. I’ve seen enough 
dogs in my life, and almost always from 
the wrong end.” 
So it appears that the dog sled is going 
the way of the stagecoach. Before long, 
the only way to see the dogs in action 
may be to attend the North American 
Dog Sled Championship. Memories of the 
sled dog are being kept alive in other 
ways, too. At the Arctic Village, Alaska, 
school, “Dick and Jane” readers were 
scrapped because the Eskimo children 
were unfamiliar with the urban scenes 
they depicted. Now they read about par- 
kaclad Bill—“Run, Bill, run!” pursued 
by a husky.

India Reach 


First Accord 


SIMLA, India (AP) — Prime 
Minister 
Indira 
Gandhi 
and 
President Zulfikar All Bhutto 
reached their first peace agree­ 
ment early today and promised 
future negotiations on the other 
issues between their two na­ 
tions, including Kashmir and 
the Pakistani POWs in India. 


The agreement, which came 
after five days of talks in this 
Himalayan resort, said Indian 
and Pakistani forces will with­ 
draw from the territories they 
seized last December along In­ 
dia’s western border except in 
Kashmir. There they will main­ 
tain the cease-fire line estab­ 
lished by the two-week war in 
December. 


The pact also contained a 
pledge to settle all disputes bi­ 
laterally and peacefully, 
and 
said steps should be taken to 
restore and normalize relations, 
which Pakistan severed Dec. 6 
when India recognized Bangla­ 
desh, the former East Paki- 


The first stated: “Congress 
shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or

not be infringed.” Gun control 
legislation, nearing passage in 
Congress leaves this right in 
serious doubt. 
The fourth amendment gives 
the people right “to be secure 
in their persons, houses, papers 
and effects, against unreason­ 
able 
searches

Faced with a skyrocketing crime 
rate, new “stop and frisk” and 
“no - knock” provisions have 
been held “reasonable.” 
The fifth amendment infers 


capital punishment is constitu­ 
tional after “due process of the 
law.” In spite of a major in­ 
crease in crimes of violence, 
courts are holding the death 
penalty is “cruel and unusual 
punishment” under the eighth 
amendment. Death is not un­ 
usual, recognized as suitable 
punishment for some crimes 
even in the Bible. 
The sixth amendment states, 
in part: “In all criminal prose­ 
cutions, the accused shall enjoy 


the right to a speedy and pub­ 
lic trial.” 
In New York jails in 19^0, 
more than 40 per cent of the in­ 
mates had wailed at least a 
year for trial. In the rapid pace 
of today’s life, more than a year

“Speedy.” 
The tenth amendment states. 
“The powers not delegated to 
the United States by the Consti­ 
tution, nor prohibited by it to 
the States, are reserved to the 


States respectively, or to th 
people.” 
As the Federal bureaucrat 
continues to expand and move 
into new fields and as peop.e 
continue to “look to Washin 
ton” to solve all problems, w 
move further away from the 
principals established by our 
forefathers.

DEAR CURIOUS: The origi­ 
nal Sauerkraut Cake was in in­ 
stitutional size and was devel­ 
oped by Mrs, Geraldine Timms, 
lunchroom, supervisor of Waller 
High School in Chicago. In 1962 
all Chicago lunchroom people 
were asked to find new uses for 
kraut, then on the USDA Sur­ 
plus Commodity List, and Mrs. 
T<mms came up with the cake.

2 Vi cups sifted flour 
I teaspoon baking powder

1*4 cups sugar 
3 eggs 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup water 
2-3rds 
cup 
rinsed,

and chopped sauerkraut

Grease and flour two 8-inch 
round, cake pans. 
On. wax paper sift together 
the flour, baking powder, bak­ 
ing soda, salt and cocoa.

9 Arrested, Munitions Seized 
In Alleged Plot To Seize Cuba 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 
A plot U.S. officials say was 
aimed at overthrowing a for­ 
eign country—apparently Com­ 
munist 
Cuba—hat 
been 
re­ 
vealed in 'the arrest of nine per­ 
sons in a 8465,000 munitions 
smuggling scheme. 
Allegedly 
stretching 
from 
New York to Louisiana, Texas 
and Mexico, the plot came to 
light with the arrests Saturday. 
In addition, nearly seven tons 
of 
plastic 
explosives 
were 
seized in a DC4 transport plane 
at 
Shreveport, 
La., 
federal 
agents said. 
U. S. Atty. Gerald G ailing- 
house said Sunday federal offi­ 
cials “have no reason to be­ 
lieve that the munitions were 
destined for any country other 
than Cuba.” 
The complaint charging two 
of the men, Murray Kessler of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., and Adler B. 
Seal of Baton Rouge, La., al­ 
leged they “knew and believed 
that this material would be 
used in an atempted overthrow 
of a foreign nation.” The two 
men were arrested near the 
New Orleans International Air­ 
port. 
Gallinghouse refused to say 
precisely that the overthrow 
plot involved Cuba. 
The nine were charged with 
conspiring to1 smuggle the ex­ 
plosives from the United States 
to Mexico for future shipment 
to a third country. 
Among those arrested were 
Richmond Harper, a prominent 
South 
Texas 
rancher-banker, 
and Marion Hegler, a former 
inspector with the U.S. Immi­ 
gration 
and 
Naturalization 
Service. They were taken into 
custody at Eagle Pass, Tex., 
where they reside, then re­ 
leased on 625,000 bond each. 
The federal complaint alleges 
dealings by a man known as 


inheritor 
of 
Jesus 
Christ’s 
Twelve Apostles, for 60 years 
before he was selected, pren­ 
den! in January 1970 upon the 
death of David O. McKay. 


“Carlos Diaz” to purchase as 
much as $1.2 million in muni­ 
tions 
and 
weapons, 
ranging 
from submachine guns to M16s. 
No guns, however, were aboard 
the plane raided by federal 
agents at Shreveport on Satur­ 
day. 


The federal complaint alleges 
Kessler agreed last Wednesday 
to sell to Diaz 13,500 pounds of 
C-4 plastic explosives, 7,000 feet 
of primacord, 2,600 electrical 
blasting caps and 25 electrical 
detonators for $430,00. 


In addition, it alleges that an­ 
other $35,000 was to be paid for 
flying the explosives to an air­ 
field near Vera Cruz, Mexico. 
The complaint said that last 
Friday 
“Kessler told 
Carlos 
(Diaz) that he had n o M16 
rifles, but he had the C-4 as per 
their agreement.” 


A rental aircraft was flown 
that afternoon from Hammond, 
La., to Shreveport, the com­ 
plaint said. “A rental van then 
went to the South Western Pipe 
Co. 
in Shreveport and then 
picked up 13,500 pounds of a 
plastic 
explosive 
commonly 
known as C-4,” the complaint 
said. 
“The 
explosive 
was 
then 
transported back to the site 
where the DC# aircraft was 
being; kept and 'per an agree­ 
ment between 
Kessler 
and 
Diaz, 
the 
explosives 
were 
loaded onto the aircraft/1 it 
said. 
Federal 
agents 
then 
moved in.
